BOSTON MUTUAL 
GAINS IN °44 


The Boston Mutual Life Insurance 
Company’s increase of $5,547,461 insur- 
ance in force for the first six months of 
1944 approximates two-thirds of the gain 
for all of 1943. On this basis, President 
Jay R. Benton forecasts a record year. 


Another factor indicative of progress 
is the increase of 12,207 policyholders, 
making a total of 364,264,with $125,330,449 
total insurance in force June 30th. 


During the half year period, income 
exceeded disbursements by $1,043,841. 
Payments to policyholders and beneficiar- 
ies for the first six months amounted to 
$963,728; total since organization, $39,377, 
768. 

President Benton believes that the in- 
crease in policyholders is particularly sig- 
nificant of the confidence New Englanders 
have in the Boston Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, because the insurance invest- 
ments have been made in addition to large 
purchases of War Stamps and Bonds.

It was VOTED that the statements enumerated above be re- 
ceived and placed on file. 

Upon putting 
the motion, a majority of the Board VOTED that the Boston Chamber 
‘should vote affirmatively on Declaration I. Director Highman re- 
quested that he be recorded as not voting. 

The Board VOTED unanimously, in accordance with the recom- 
-mendation of the Special Committee, that the Boston Chamber should 
vote affirmatively on Declaration II. 


Boston Development Council 


At the suggestion of the Secretary, Director Benton, Chairman of 
the Boston Development Council, now being organized, outlined the 
plans and present status of the Council. Mr. Benton said that the 
group was constituted for the purpose of coordinating the activi- 
ties of various organizations and public and private agencies, 
with a view to developing effectively the commercial, industrial 
and civic interests of Boston. He stated that about 150 business 
and professional leaders had agreed to serve on the general Com- 
mittee, and that a smaller Executive Committee had been organized. 
He reported also that a Special Committee was endeavoring to se- 
cure a manager and other office personnel and that another Commit- 
tee was preparing a program of activities. After the reports of 
these two Committees had been formulated and approved, Mr. Benton 
said a statement regarding the plans and PEVGt ees of the organiza- 
tion would be released to the public. 

The Secretary stated that from the beginning the Chamber had 
participated in the undertaking and had provided and is still 
furnishing staff and clerical assistance to the organization dur- 
ing its formative period. He said that while this involved some 
time on the part of certain members of the staff, the financial 
expenditure so far had been moderate. | 

Without formal vote, it appeared to be the consensus that the 
Chamber's cooperation with the Boston Development Council be ap- 
proved. 


Death of J. Paul Foster 


The Secretary stated that he reported with regret the death of 

J. Paul Foster, who had been a member of the Chamber's executive 
staff for over twenty years and more recently had served as Mana- 
ger of the Convention Bureau. He stated that although Mr. Foster 
had died on July 7, his salary had been paid in full since the 
beginning of his illness early in the year until July 15. Fur- 
ther payments, he said, could not be made unless authorized by 
the Board. 

After discussion, it was VOTED that the Secretary be au- 
thorized to send to Mrs. Foster a letter voicing the Chamber's 
appreciation of Mr. Foster's many years of devoted service to- 
gether with an expression of deep sympathy. 

It was also VOTED that the Chamber should give to Mrs. Foster 
an amount equivalent to Mr. Foster's salary from July 15 to 
October 15, 1944.

The President 
said, ‘“The war waits for no elections.” Last week the 
war was moving fast. The Japanese cabinet fell. Hit- 
ler was almost killed by a bomb and there was an 
army revolt in Germany. American troops landed on 
Guam. The Russians were only 400 miles from Berlin. 
But the Democrats, even though they had one eye 
on the war, did not let double vision prevent them 
from staging one of their rousing, old-fashioned polit- 
ical jamborees, complete with parades, mobs, wire- 
pulling and loud, irritable bickerings. It was unlike 
the Republican convention where harmony and dull- 
ness prevailed. Here everybody had his say, Labor 
leaders, Southerners, political bosses, visionaries, 
and reactionaries followed each other to the platform.

CROWDS WERE BIG AND 


EXCITEMENT CONTINUOUS 


he convention was always a good show. The crowds 

were big and the excitement continuous. There were 
bands, booing and oratory—some of it good, most of it 
bad. On night the President spoke (left) the committee 
energetically printed 15,000 more tickets than the Sta- 
dium would hold. Some 25,000 people got seats. Another 
5,000 pushed into the aisles. Still another 10,000 milled 
around the corridors. Said one of Andy Frain’s ushers 
(LIFE, July 24) “If the fire commissioner hears about 
this, we’ll all be pinched.”’ 

The spectacular success of the convention as a show 
was inherent in the make-up of the Democratic Party. 
Every kind of American came to Chicago. There were 
Southerners, ripe for revolt, and Negroes from New 
York and Detroit. There were representatives of liberal 
Hollywood, of the conservative Middle West, of radical 
labor. There were city bosses and plain people from the 
little towns. There were happy people and sour people, 
ambitious people and lazy people. All of them wanted 
something; all were vociferous; all were Democrats. 

They were startled the day before the show opened to 
hear that Bob Hannegan, chairman of National Com- 
mittee, had forbidden sale of liquor in the Stadium. For- 
tunately the order was rescinded and the concessionaires 
did a whopping business. (There are no drinking foun- 
tains at the Stadium, only Cokes and beer to quench 
thirsts.) In four days the crowd downed 125,000 bot- 
tles of soft drinks. The daily average in beer was 40,000 
bottles, and hot dogs went at the rate of 25,000 a day.
